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The  Federal  Reserve  Bank  of  Richmond-Circa  1920 
by  Frank  Clark 

I have  a postcard  in  my  collection  that 
depicts  the  Federal  Reserve  Bank  of  Richmond  circa 
1920.  It  was  located  at  Ninth  and  Franklin  Streets, 
opposite  the  State  Capitol  Square.  The  building 
was  constructed  of  Indiana  limestone  Upon  a base  of 
granite.  It  had  a three  story  vault  lined  with 
steel  four  inches  thick  that  was  described  as  non- 
drillable  and  torch  proof  and  was  enclosed  within 
concrete  walls  two  feet  thick.  This  structure  was 
designed  for  security  and  service.  The  building 
rose  110  feet  above  the  ground,  with  six  stories 
above  and  two  stories  below  the  surface.  The 
arrangement  of  the  upper  structure  permits  light  to 
enter  to  every  point  on  each  floor  on  all  four 
sides.
